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The following official statement was issued at'. 10:30'' 


a. m., by the surgeons attending Colonel Roosevelt: 


"Colonel Roosevelt's hurt is a deep bullet -wound of 


the chest Vail witho-at striking any vital organ in transit. 
The-wound was not probed. The point of entrance was' 
to the right of and one inch below the level of the right 
nipple. The range of the bullet was upward inward,. a. 
distance of four inches on chest wall. There was no evi- 
dence of the bullet penetrating the lung.. Pulse 90; tern-',' 
perature 99.2; respiration 20; leucocyte count .82 at 110' 
a. m. No operation to remove bullet is indicated 'at the 
present time. Condition hopeful, but wound so import- 
ant as to demand absolute rest for a number of days.

does this referendum como in. 
this 


now vaunted addition i.o the charter 
of our liberties. Yet this fall the poo- 
plo are to vote on this initiative, re- 
ferendum and recall which ia to 
bo 


applied in 
wholesale 
lots, 
if 
the 


amendments carry. The query on the 
part of citizens Is why should 
the 


mayor simply because he couid. do- 
pr've the people of this votlns P«r the 
referendum, as to whether or not they 
wanted to Issue these sewer bonds. It 
seems to us and others that it is the 
people Interested, and not him at all. 
If the people want more sewers here 
was a chance to get them, but this 
chance the mayor of the city has de- 
prived them of. The people surely can 
be the Judges as to. whether or not 
'putting the 
proposed water works 


purchase off on one.'side. 


There Is no need to argue as to 


sewers or no sewers. 
The idea is 


whether the citizens of Racine are 'to 
have the right to vote whether they 
do or not. 
If they don't want more 


sowers surely it should be their privi- 
lege to say so. If they do want these 
additional sewers'why should they not 
have nn opportunity to say they want 
them. 
Is tho referendum to be applied ac- 


cording as the interests or policy of 
those in chief authority want? 
If It 


suits their Interests then to apply, and 
if it docs not suit their Interests then 
to apply the veto act, or refuse- to 
hand out the referendum. 
For in- 


stance here is the state income tax^for 
if there ever was a pleca of state leg- 
islation In which the people should de- 
cide it was this, but the state au- 
thorities carefully kept the law under 
lock and key and kept the 
people 


from getting at it. 


In giving the people their liberties 


under the new dispensation 
perhaps 


the people will have to deprive 
tha 


head ones of their veto power. 


Gov. Marshall assails the record of

C, Frlck, Crane, .George J. Gould and. 
others did not feel their money-was 
being 'paid Just for lovo of the cause, j 
Especially Inasmuch as theso proml- ; 
nent men In corporations gave .on 
both sides. 
It is believed such'men 


as Mr. Crane had no . purpose what- 
ever, of Influencing legislation. 
But 


can this be said 
of 
the Morgan, 


Frick, the Standard Oil Interests, the 
Gould interests?. Were these contri- 
butions for tke love of the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties? 


That unconsciously men are influ-: 


enced by seemingly friendly acts is j 
true'enough, and the legislator wjno 
swears in nowise was his vote influ- 
enced by any corporation money is 
very likely telling the truth.

publican party for re-election.

'easonlng leading to this conclusion Is 
not convincing. 


If no candidate for president re- 


ceives a majority In the electoral col- 
lego the election will be thrown into 
the national house of representatives. 
Under the constitution that body is au- 
thorized In any case of this sort to 
choose as president one of the three 
h'ghest candidates in the list made up 
according to the number of .electoral 
votes secured. But in chooring a presi- 
dent 
the 
representatives 
vote by 


states, each state casting one vote. 
Therefore, say tho wiseacres, the pres- 
ent house o£ representatives could not 
choose a president if asked to do so. 
because on a division by «tates no can- 
didate would secure a majority and a 
less number -would not suffice. 


The congressional delegations in 


twenty-two states are 
Republican, 


since 'a majority vote rulgs. In twen- 
ty-two other states the majority ia De- 
mocratic. The representation of oacft 
of four other states In congress is 
evenly divided between the two par- 
ties, so that those states could express 
no choice. If the house of representa- 
tives should fail to elect a president by 
March 4 next, the vlce-prasident chos- 
en bv the senate. from the two vice- 
presidential candidates ranking first 
and second in number of 
electoral

as president. 
The senate as now constituted is 


nominally Republican. 
Therefore it 


Is assumed by some that Sherman 
would be the choice of that body for 
vice-president. It is not impossible, 
however, that

those receiving electoral votes. Waiv- 
ing this point, it is by no means cer- 
tain, in view of the factional differ- 
ences in the parties, that the members 
of the house of representatives woulfl 
hold strictly to party lines in voting 
for president.
